TO 

Repeal certain Statutes relating to the Clergy of 
that Part of the United Churches of England 
and Ireland being in Ireland.

W HEREAS several Acts have been passed in the Parliament Preamble, 
of Ireland, and also in the Parliament of the United King- 
dom, to encourage the building of Ecclesiastical Residences, 
and lo prevent Dilapidation therein, and to enable the Endowment, 

5 Purchase, and Exchange of Glebe, Mensal, and Demesne Lands, and 
the Erection and Endowment of Proprietary and Parochial Chapels of 
Ease, and the Assignment of Pastoral Districts thereto, and the 
Endowment of Parishes and small Livings, and the Disappropriation 
of appropriate Parishes ; and it is expedient that the Provisions
